raising the heat of the water.

ca\i bei" ettsily kept free from' dust. Mat- 
ting, after beiiif,' swept, should be wiped 
with u damj) cloth. Hot salt and water 
will thoronglily cleanse i^t and will not 
discolor it If one.iioal^-a.ftbrd to do it, 
it woidd lie a healthful plan to lay aside 
the carpets of sleeping-rooms during the 
summer, and substittite ,the oool, jfreah 
mattings. ' ' ^"^ 

TfTE most economical and easiest way 
o[ making cofl'ee is by filtering. The 
French coH'ee biggin is valuable for thiii. 
It consists of two cylindrical tiu vessels, 
one fitting into the other and the bottom 
of the upiier being a line strainer. An- 
other coarso strainer, with, a" rbd'TUBCrjl 
ning from the center, is placed upoW 
this. Then the coflee, which is finely 
ground, is put in and another strainer is 
placed at the top of the rod. The boil- 
ing water is poured on and the pot set 
where it will kcer) hot, but not boil, un- 
til the water has gone, through. This 
will moke a eleoi', strong coffee, with a 
rich, smooth flavor. The advontage of 
the two extra .strainers is that the one. 
coming next to the line strainer prevents 
the grounds from lUling up the fine 
holes, and so the cofl'ee is cleai- and 
more easily made. Wlien uiilk or cream 
is added to. filtered cotVee it does not 
tui-n a rich yellow ns iu the case of that 
boiled writli an egy. Filtei-ed cofl'ee. is 
very nice for an after-diuuer ilrink,'and 
when taken without milk and sugar is 
Haid to aid digestion. 

F.vrTY oils have a greater surface ten- 
sion than oil of turpentine, benzole qr, 
ether. Hence, if a grease spot on a piece 
of cloth be moistened ou the reverse 
side with one of these solvents, the teu- 
siou ou the greasy side is larger, and, 
therefore, the mixlme of benzole, or fat 
or gron.se will tend to move toward the 
main giease spot. Jf wii were to moisten, 
the center of this ^ipotAvith benisole, we/ 
should ' not remove it, • but' drive the 
grease ui)on the clean portion of the 
oloth. It is, therefore, necessary to dis- 
tribute the benzole lirst over a circle 
snrroiindiug the grease spot, to ap-^ 
preach the latter frradually, at. the' 
saiue time ai;,' li|i>ttin},' paper ii'i e«n- 
tiict with the siiot to iilisorl) the fat im- 
mediately. .Vnothev method — namely, 
lo apply'a lint iron one side, while- the

.\ good many years ago George Sand 
gave a grand dinnev- to tho notabilities 
■ >t tho Jicvue dt'i'sDi'tu- ^fon(les, tho 
pi'iucipal attractions of the piurty being 
a lUstinguished^nglisli dipIomauHt and 
M. P., passing through Paris on his way 
to Vienna on. a secret mission to Austria, 
aud the poet Alfred de WuHsot, When 
the hour, and . the gnests arrived, tlio 
diplomatist was found at his post — 
Imtlghly 'arid reserved, not to say stiff, 
bufjT3e.MnB.sot, to every one's disap- 
pointment, was al.iseiit.

Under the above title tlie " Fall 
Mall Gazette treats at .some longth 
the position and prospects of our Pro- 
vince on the Pacifio'coast, which it des- 
cribes most incorrectly as " a colony 
twice removed from the mother coun- 
try — a colony from a colony." After 
referring to the gold fe ver which once 
prevailed, and which soon came to an 
end when it was found tiiat tho mines 
were only moderately prcdiiclivc, it is 
said that there was nothing specially 
to attract settlers, as timber, iish and 
coal, which are tlie staple exports, are 
all abundant farther .south, and of 
course nearer to the ninrkot.s of Cal- 
ifornia. Victoria the capital, is des- 
cribed " an a aniall and .sleepy littlo 
place." whose citizens " take life easy," 
doing "a good deal of sauntering about 
the streets abusing the Government of 
the Dominion for its delay in making 
tho transcontinental railway." They 
have, however, much wherewith to 
console tliciusolves. They have a 
beautiful site, "a temperate and agree- 
able climatei high . \irag6a ^or,; artizans, 
and for those who are better off enough 
tojlive on without fretting." Moreover, 
their cbmplaint about the railway will 
soon have ceased to exist. 

Tho writer in tho "Pall Mall " does 
not share the opinions of tho Canadian 
Opposition as to, llic immense protib 
likely to bo made, by the company 
which has undertaken tho construction 
of the Canadian Pacific /Railway. On 
the contrary, his opinion is as follows: 
" Horribly costly it will no doubt be, 
for, after pas.singthe Rocky Mountains 
it has to pass over a good deal of wild 
and rugged country to the westwaid, 
and finally to force its way through 
the tremendous rocky barrier of tlie 
Cascade range." Its traffic is des- 
cribed thus : "Hardly, any local Iraftic 
can bo looked for over many hundreds 
of miles,"' and " even tho through 
traffic must be sniall." Again, " tiie 
line will probably not pay iti; working 
expenses for years to come, never to 
speak of its paying interest on the 
cost of construction." The road " can- 
not bo defended on commercial grounds, 
but it can on political." 

Such is the opinion of au unbiassed 
English writer as to the Canadian 
Pacific, while in Canada a considerable 
political party continues to affirm that 
the contract is a fraud, that the Com- 
pany has received a great deal too 
large a subsidy, and that no ctlbrt 
should be spared to encourage a rival 
foreign railroad to subject it to ruinous 
competition. Moreover, competing lines 
are to be encouraged, which ore to be 
constructed by tho issue of bonds bas- 
ed on a merely nominal capital. It may 
be hoped that sounder views on this 
question will prevail before long, and 
that duo allowance will be made for 
the risk of operating a railroad in such 
a country as that though which the 
Canadian Pacific ' will' run. Wo are 
sanguine that the very gloomy antici- 
pations of tho writer whom we have quoted

Had you not amplctimo to bocdiiic thor- 
oughly acquainted with tho bills of quau- 
titie.s, etc. ; .\.. I havo stated that 1 had 
made myself generally acquainted with 
the bills of quantities, and also that the 
reason i did not go into the question of 
cement was because I believed the matter 
had been provided for.

In liialcing your estimate of oOfiO tons 
in Nov. last did you fully recognize the 
shrinkage of 20 por cent, in the concrete 
referred to by you in a former answer 
and did'^you make due allowance there- 
for?

Do you consider that you or your em- 
ployers, Messrs. K, A: M. . are in any way 
responsible for the government under- 
taking to furnish all the cement for the 
dock ? A. The engincer-in-chief drew 
up tho apociScations which contain the 
clause to tho effect that tho government 
would supply the cement. I do not know 
at whoso suggestion tho clause .was insert-

Can you professionally' say" that" the 
clauses in tho specifications requiring the 
government to supply the cemont moan 
that the supply was to bo without cost to 
the contractors, or will they not bear the 
construction that in order to insure (i 
standard quality of cement which might 
be submitted to test in Biiglana by the 
engineers as was done whon the first pur- 
chase wa.s made, the government aro sim- 
ply made to undertake to supply the 
cemont to the contractors at coat; or at a 
fixed jirice as is shown . by Mr. Sproat's 
letter to havebeensuggestedbyMr.Morris 
in 1874 ? A, I have notreadMr. Sproat's 
letter and therefore do not know what 
Mr. Morris : suggested. ' T^should"-' infer 
that the ;coment would be provided from 
the fact that as no mention is m.ado of 
coment in thO bills of quantities beyond 
that the government would fiirniah it and 
that where extra .strength of compo parts 
were more particularly described in tho 
sp'ocifiiiations that tho increase of strength 
will not-affect-the price of tho brjckwork 
as tha cement would be found by^tho gov- 
ernment, and that as no space is left in 
the bills of quantities for a price to bo 
filled in by the; contractors at which he 
would.buy- it fromithe government, 
• .In 'Slr. ;Sproat's letter ' referred to in 
the hist question, Mr: Morris suggests 
"that a contractor would agree to take 
tho cement which the government may 
have ordered, and he thinks that a con- 
tractor would- gladly do this as the- gov- 
ernmont couldJniport the cenientT,inore 
cheaply than a. contractor could, and it 
would have passed Mr. Kinniple's inspec- 
tion here on behalf of the government 
engineers."
